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Jan Maddox succumbs to illness; 
applauded for untiring efforts 


Memorial services for Jean (Jan) Maddox, a 
40-year resident of Sierra Madre, were held 
Monday, July 29, at Bethany Church with Rev. 
John Reed of Congregational Church officiating at 
the service. Jan had participated in all aspects of 
city business and had been a part of every club 
in town during her life here. She died July 23 at 
her home after a valiant fight against emphysema 
and cancer. 

Jan had received a plethora of awards during 
her years of voluntary service to the community, 
most recently, resolutions from the city of Sierra 
Madre and from State Assemblyman Dick Mountjoy. 
She also received an award for special service 
from the Main Street Chamber of Commerce who 
had originated the award just for Jan. 

Another award given to her recently was from 
Nadeen Nevill, Sons of the Revolution and state 
chair for the Bicentennial-Constitution. One was 
a state educational liaison Daughters of the 
Revolution Certificate and from NSDAR for Jan’s 
“outstanding community leadership and 
patriotism.’’ 

The Fourth of July Parade was dedicated to 
her by the committee headed by Doug Hayes. 

Before moving to Sierra Madre in 1951, she was 
publicist and science writer for the American 
Cancer Society. 

Other community voluntary service included: 
member. Fire Prevention Committee; member, 
Hilliside Ordinance Committee: member. City 
Council; author and chief proponent. Wilderness 
Area Ordinance (1500 city-owned acres were declared 
a Wilderness Area in perpetutity); president of 
Sierra Madre Republicans; president of Sierra 
Madre Women’s Club and member of the board 
for 20 years; chair of the community effort to 
Save and Restore Historic Essick House; member 


of Crime Prevention Board and member of the 
Beautification Committee. 

She also chaired the Children’s Sidewalk Art 
Program (her innovation); was designer and donor 
of the Wistaria banners for downtown; co-chair 
of Friends of the Sierra Madre Skilled Nursing 
Facility, raising $6000 in two years; co-chair of the 
Kersting Court Flag Fund Drive, raising $4000 
so the community will have new flags in perpetuity; 
co-chair of Have A Heart Fund Drive and 
raised over $20,000 for defibrillators for the Sierra 
Madre Fire Department. 

Jan was chair and co-chair for five community 
Garden Tours, 10 Sierra Madre Antique Shows, 
numerous arts and crafts exhibitions and various 
fund-raising and educational events. She gave many 
volunteer presentations for various groups, numerous 
American Indian Arts and Crafts “show and tell” 
programs and travel slide shows. 

She was also travel editor and special features 
writer of the Sierra Madre News and her name will 
continue to appear on the masthead as travel 
editor. Her travel articles will also continue to 
run in The News. 

Jan was publicity chair for the Sierra Madre 
Woman’s Club, for the Sierra Madre Antique 
Show, for the Beautification Committee; the 
Wistaria Fete with the last two years’ fetes so 
successful that over 6000 attended two years ago 
and nearly 4000 last year. 

She chaired community garden tours. Fourth of 
July celebrations, the Community New Year’s 
Eve Party. 

She enjoyed doing Bailey Canyon Nature Tours, 
Mt. Wilson Trail Race, Health Fair, Art Fair, 
Little League, AYSO, Boy Scouts (was Indian 
Lore Counselor), and hillside wildflower planting. 
She was an active member for the Main Street 
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Chamber of Commerce promotional council. 

Jan was founding member of the Association 
for the Advancement of Biomedical Education; 
was recipient of the Merit Award for contribution 
to Science Education, Los Angeles Committee 
for Advanced Science Training; an honorary life 
member of the Los Angeles County Museum of 
Science and Industry; received an honor plaque for 
contribution to Wilderness Preservation, Sierra 
Madre Search and Rescue Team Rangers; was a 
recipient of Life Membership for contributions to 
the club and community. Sierra Madre Woman’s 
Club; life member. Sierra Madre Historical Society 
and Friends of the Sierra Madre Library. 

Recently, she and her husband, John 
gave 40,000 acres of wilderness land above their 
home on North Auburn to the Sierra Madre Nature 
Conservancy, hoping that “our gift will inspire 
other owners of our wilderness to give at least 
the steeper, less buildable portions of their land 
to the conservancy, adding to the preservation of 
the pristine beauty above us,” Jan told The News 
at the time of the gift in mid-May this year. 

Jan was born Mar. 2, 1927 Madera. She 
attended Stephens College in Missouri and graduated 
from UC Berkeley in 1950. 

She and her husband, John, were married Nov. 
23, 1950, in Washington, D.C. and moved to 
Southern California 40 years ago. They had resided 
in their home on North Auburn among the wildlife 
for many years. Besides her husband, John, surviving 
is her son. Josh, and her brother, Jed Garthwaite 
of Lafayette. Josh lives in Berkeley. City flags 
flew at half-mast from the time of her death 
through the services Monday. 

Following services was a reception at the Sierra 
Madre Women’s Club, Essick House, at which 
four of the volunteer committees to which she

belonged provided a buffet. Those clubs included 
Woman’s Club, Wistaria Fete Committee, Civic 
Club and Beautification Committee. Brooke Brown 
provided patriotic piano music during th afternoon 
reception.

City Council passes frugal budget; cuts 


Main Street Chamber ’5 $25,000 


Sierra Madre City Council members dealt with 
the final adoption of the budget at last week’s 
meeting and City Administrator Jim McRea does 
not recommend funding nine unfunded liabilities 
that follow: Kersting Court improvement, $40,000; 
Kersting Court parking improvements, $240,000; 
street maintenance improvement projects, $143,000; 
fire tower ladder, $100,000; Santa Anita guardrail, 
$68,000; East Grandview improvement, $350,000; 
spreading basins improvements, $40,000; microform 
reader/printer, $7000; and fire department 
computer, $6000. 

The total of these unfunded items includes 
$994,(XX), nearly $1 million.

She told us a wild story about how 
she had started to feed a machine with 
quarters and she just kept winning and 
winning. “I couldn’t lose,” she said. I kept 
accusing her of making up a story but she 
swore that it was true.

We were not supposed to know who paid 
for the wistaria banners...or flyers...or 
letters. 

But we always knew. 

• This powerhouse found it difficult 
to rest. When there was work to be done, 
she was there. And she was impatient. There 
was never enough action for her. Why didn’t 
city hall get back to her? Why didn’t I 
publish a story a week early? Why? Why? 

This same powerhouse led a Wistaria

Carrottop revisited,

The Sierra Madre Fire Department v .s not 
always an organized group of volunteers. In 
the early years it was a group of dedicated 
men who operated with sparse equipment and 
little knowledge of how to fight fires. But they 
did have a willingness to serve the fire call needs 
of their city to the very best of their knowledge. 
It wasn’t until 1921 that they became a full 
fledged Volunteer Fire Department under the 
jurisdiction of the City Council. They had to 
wait until 1927 when the city hall and police 
department building went up to have a regular 
meeting room and proper place for their 
equipment. 

Over the years many chiefs came and went, 
but somewhere during the years of the ’30s 
Charles Brown was elected chief. Chief Brown 
held the position over 35 years, until his 
retirement in about 1978. Many things occurred 
during Charlie’s years at the helm of the 
Department. One of the most memorable had 
to be the Golden anniversary celebration of the 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department. 

Now the Volunteers have always been an 
active group, but this idea had to be one of 
their biggest undertakings ever. Once they 
decided to do it they set to work to turn it 
into a gigantic celebration, with a parade 
and other activities to mark the occasion. In 
the forepart of 1970 the vote was taken and 
Joseph Grippi was named general chairman 
of the event. 

Chairmen Grippi quickly named the 
committies to assist him. Frankly, folks, I 
- can’t remember who they all were but I can 


tell you that they immediately rolled up their 
sleeves and went to work. Knowing that this 
celebration would be a rather expensive 
undertaking and that it must be financed by 
the Fire Department, it was decided to hold 
a contest. 

A medallion was struck and 10,000 of them 
ordered together with 100 that were 99 
percent silver. The main medallion was made 
of bronze. The plan was to offer the children 
of the community to vie for Fire House 
Queen and Honorary Chief and they would 
sell the bronze medallions for $1 each and 
receive 100 votes for each one sold. The silver 
medallions were reserved for department 
members, retirees and those who had moved 
away. These sold for $20 each with no credit 
given to the contestants. It has nothing to do 
with the story, but I’m proud to say that 
I still have mine. 

Six boys and seven girls answered the call 
for participation with the contest running for 
eight weeks. When the dust cleared away it 
was talleyed that Scott Bryan was the high 
contestant in the boys field and was named 
Honorary Fire Chief. I do not recall the name 
of the top girl but she was named Fire House 
Queen. When it came time for the big parade 
Scott was given a regular fire chief’s uniform 
to wear and the girl was given a beautiful 
outfit to wear. They were given a position of 
honor in the parade and rode representing the 
Department. Over $14,000 were raised 
by this method, the profit being used to pay 
for other expenses of the celebration.

Schilling, who has 
been the principal in Ad 
Vantage Unlimited, 
located in Sierra Madre, 
has been responsible for 


several clever advertising 
products and gimmicks. 
This one, however, he 
terms a “must” for 
everyone who wants to 
be totally prepared for 
the next earthquake. 

What’s in this survival 
kit? About everything 
to keep you going for 
72 hours following a 
major quake. It is 
available by calling 
353-0189. 

Specifically, the kit 
includes the following: 
six adhesive bandages; 
one antibiotic ointment; 
four antiseptic wipes; 
two D cell batteries; one 
emergency blanket; one

First Aid card; one 
flashlight; packets of 
food that will last for 
72 hours; six gauze pads 
(3 X 3); two leather 
gloves; a 12-hour light 
stick; a matchbook; a 
plastic bag; a razor 
knife; a scissors; tape, 
tissue roll, nine water 
packets; a whistle and 
a wound pad (5 by 9 
inches). All of this, as we 
said, is placed in a 
nylon tote bag. 

The food ration and 
water packets have a 
five-year shelf life from 
the package date. 

Schilling designed the 
kit to place in cars, 
initially, since “we are 
Such a mobile society.” 
However, after he had

The City Council’s decision to withold 
approval of funding for the Main Street program 
in 1991-92 was disappointing and confusing. 
But, hey, nobody ever said life in this 
mountain village was placid and simple. 

What’s confusing? Certainly the decision 
appears to be straight forward. Council 
conversation seemed to suggest Main Street’s 
budget allocation may be funded; if a specific 
request is presented before the Council, if the 
business improvement district proposal is 
cleared up and if the city’s general budget 
cost control plan appears to be moving toward 
a balanced budget. The reality of community 
dynamics and lack of Main Street operating 
funds make those conditions nearly impossible 
to meet in the near term, but nothing 
confusing there. 

Put in context of the past three-and-a-half 
years it is confusing. To their credit, the City 
Council took the initiative to implement a 
downtown revitalization program in the form 
of Main Street. They funded it, supported 
the overwhelming majority of its program 
efforts. During progress report meetings, the 
Council has made it clear they believe the 


commercial property and business owners have 
a responsibility to significantly participate in 
funding the downtown revitalization efforts. 
They have also made it clear, at least privately, 
that the business community needs to submit 
positive, action oriented proposals to the 
council rather than asking for handouts. That’s 
not confusing, it’s a management philosophy 
Main Street has followed since it was created. 

When the business improvement district 
(BID) proposal was initially announced, no 
deadline for implementation was set. There was 
a good reason. Neither staff nor the board 
was certain of how long the process would 
take to determine the advisability of formally 
proposing the self-funding program to the 
business community. 

It wasn’t confusing when a few individuals, 
who historically act independently, often oppose 
Main Street programs, rarely accept even 
nominal involvement in matters affecting 
downtown and immediately question the value 
of anything they didn’t originate, launched an 
effort to stop consideration of the BID proposal. 
Perhaps they did understand that given the 
chance for rai.onale discussion, a majority 
of Sierra Madre’s commercial and business 
owners could support some level of self- 
assessment to fund programs for their own 
economic benefit. 

It wasn’t confusing, but certainly 
disappointing, when the furor surrounding the 
BID proposal apparently caused the City 
Council to withdraw Main Street’s financial 
support. It is disappointing when an organiza¬ 
tion, whose membership represents approxi¬ 
mately 40 percent of the downtown commercial 
and property ownership, takes a public 
leadership role and must stand alone. 

It is not confusing, but disappointing, 
that in tough economic times with the added 
burden of recovery from a natural disaster, the 
most acceptable strategies are defensive, rather 
than offensive. It’s hard to believe that’s 
the majority view in Sierra Madre.

The Bread of life 

Sunday’s Gospel was 
the story of Jesus’ feeding 
the five thousand. The 
people had been following 
Jesus all day and they 
were hungry. Jesus fed 
them, over five thousand 
people, with five barley 
loaves and a couple of 
dried fish. This miracle 
is of such importance 
that it is the only one 
which is related in all 
four gospels. It is a 
foreshadowing of the 
gift of the Blessed 
Sacrament. John tells 
the story in such a way 
that we are to think of 
this gift. 

John noted that the 
Jewish feast of Passover 
was near. On the feast 
of the Passover, probably 
in the year after he fed 
the crowd, Jesus instituted 
the sacrament at the 
Passover Supper. By the 
time John wrote his 
gospel, people were 
celebrating the Eucharist 
faithfully every Sunday 
in accord with Jesus’ 
command at the Last 
Supper, “Do this in 
memory of me.” 

When they heard this 


deepening despair of 
minorities and the poor 
make the need for solu¬ 
tions ever more pressing 
and urgent.

If you naw the movie 
of “Amadeus,” you may 
well wonder how it can 
be translated into a stage 
production, and the 
fact that 10 more 
performances are 
scheduled at the Keck 
Theater by Occidental’s 
Hillside Repertory 
Company may seem 
overly ambitious. What 
some people may not 
know is that “Amadeus” 
was originally a stage 
play, very imaginatively 
staged, and its author 
was well aware that 
what works on the stage 
does not necessarily, or 
even often, work on the 
screen. He completely 
rewrote the script to 
comply with the more 
realistic style demanded 
by the movies. And in 
doing so, some of the 
focus was lost. Its 
characterization of 
Mozart was controversial, 
to say the least, and 
many Mozart enthu¬ 
siasts were resentful 
that this is the picture 
likely to be remembered 
about his life, a story 
which was admittedly 
skewed to the author’s 
purposes. 

The original play 
itself is not especially 
about Mozart or even 


Salieri. Purists who 
quibble over the facts 
as known are missing 
the point. This is a free 
adaptation of history, an 
attention-getting situation 
by which to express the 
helplessness and frustra¬ 
tion of the average man 
when confronted by 
genius. There are 
countless illustrations 
available; play-wright 
Peter Shaffer chose this 
one. The amazing fact 
is that some people 
seem to be born knowing 
things that others gain, 
if ever, only by exhaust¬ 
ing study. It isn’t fair. 
All men are not created 
equal. 

Antonio Salieri, res¬ 
pected musician in the 
court of the Emperor of 
Austria, is the chief 
character of the play. It 
is a tour-de-force role, 
almost constantly on 
stage. He is justifying 
to the audience the things 
that frustration and anger 
have led him to do. And 
Salierie’s argument is 
not with Mozart, whose 
music he recognizes as 
vastly superior to his 
own. His arguement is 
with God, who has chosen 
such peculiar vessels 
to his purposes. He is 
astonished that God

age and the turmoil 
beneath the surface. 
Morgan Busier plays the 
frivolous, spoiled, 
dirty-mouthed Mozart, 
who expects the world 
to bow before his 
talents, and Anne West 


is his uninhibited wife. 
These three experts head 
a large and capable cast 
who handle the stylized 
play with confidence 
and great effect. Tom 
Shelton, as the Emperor, 
gives an understanding 
picture of the kind of 
power and limited 
intellect that account for 
one of the tragedies of 
history, the early loss of 
a musical genius.

and Jon Lawless play 
most of the people in 
George’s visions with 
uninhibited gusto, and 
Joe Goddard tries hard 
as George’s hard- 
drinking friend, but Art 
Carney he isn’t. Only 
Terrance Roseen as 
George’s doctor seems to 
have exactly the right 
combination of reality 
and farce to seem relaxed 
in his part. This kind of 
thing is a lot harder to do 
than it looks. 

Director Bill Martyn’s 
people switch back and 
forth in style from comic 
book to reality without 
much order and it makes 
the play bumpy. 

About half the 
audience seems to find 
the whole thing wildly 
funny.

ITf wilt continue Jan 
Maddox’s travel articles 
despite her death. We 
feel they are so well-done 
that we would like to 
share them posthumously. 
We also continue to 
retain Jan’s name as 
travel editor of The 
News. Ed. 

New Guinea is one of 
the legendary stomping 
grounds of head hunters 
and cannibals. Reliable 
reports, in fact, lead to 
the conclusion that, now 
and then, the eating of 
human flesh is still 
relished in the rugged 
hinterlands of at least 
the main island, if not 
others. 

We didn’t venture into 
the hinterlands, not being 
into becoming stew 


meat. Our tour with the 
American Museum of 
Natural History included 
a trek around the capital 
of Port Moresby, before 
boarding our ship, the 
llliria, for a 17-island 
cruise to Fiji. 

Papua New Guinea 
has been a nation for 
only 11 years. Its thou¬ 
sands of islands cover 
178,000 square miles of 
the South Pacific. Its 
main island is second in 
size only to Greenland 
and is divided in half, 
with the western half 
being part of Indonesia. 

The struggling new 
nation has to contend 
with over 700 distinct 
and different languages 
and cultures and some of 
the world’s most primi¬ 


tive and isolated peoples. 

The afternoon tour 
included a visit to the 
National Museum which 
houses a spectacular 
collection of native arts 
and crafts, and a visit 
to PNG Arts, a vast 
treasure trove for primi¬ 
tive art buffs. 

Other than these, Port 
Moresby showed little 
evidence of the wild 
and savage island 
interior, where man has 
lived for some 36,(KK) 
years, little changed 
from his ancestors. 

Samarai Island in 
the Milne Bay Province 
of PNG was our next 
stop where we were 
greeted by half a dozen 
war canoes, their 
occupants in fearsome 


battle costume, hurling 
wild chants at us. 

Once ashore, the 
natives performed a 
number of traditional 
dances for us, including 
one with a whirling war 
dub which missed this 
writer by less than a 
whisker. Yes, we flin¬ 
ched. 

An exhibition of 
making sago, a mainstay 
of the native diet, was 
provided and beautiful 
wood carvings offered 
for sale. 

As we strolled around 
the small island the 
children clutched our 
hands, and others 
theirs, so we each 
ended with a dozen or 
more children attached. 
Here, as in Micronesia, 


the supposedly savage 
inhabitants revealed 
themselves as polite, 
warm and loving people. 

There were several 
exceptions, however, 
and our next island, 
Gawa, in the Marshall 
Bennetts, brought back 
all the ghosts from tales 
of the cannibal isles. 

Here the natives were 
glowering and surly; clo.se 
to ugly when we refused 
to buy, nudging us and 
closing us in with 
malevolent black bodies. 
Needless to say, we didn’t 
get eaten, but we shivered 
a bit, even in the torrid 
heat and returned to the 
ship much earlier than 
planned. The carvings 
produced by these 


natives, however, were 
superb.. 

We .sailed on to three 


more islands in New 
Guinea and our adven¬ 
tures there will be the 


stuff of another travel 
tale.

Suggestions for drought-resistant plantings 


We will continue to run 
stories by Jan Maddox, 
posthumously.

The crowning glory of 
any garden is its trees, 
whether they are small, 
decorative specimens, 
stately conifers, vererable 
oaks, lofty shade trees 
or breath-taking flower¬ 
ing varieties. 

lor conservation- 
minded gardeners, the 
following deserve con¬ 
sideration for their 
drought tolerance. 

Each .lune. Sierra 
Madre’s streets blossom 
forth with the smokey 
lavendar of Jacaranda 
trees and Kersting Court 
is graced with two 
ancient and two young 
California peppers, both 
drought resistant trees. 

Come summer, the 
goldcnrain tree offers its 
clusters of yellow flowers, 
while the various varieties 
of Melaleuca provide 
feathery leaves with

bottlebrush blossoms 
ranging from white, 
cream, yellow, orange 
and crimson to mauve, 
lilac and purple. Both 
are very unthirsty. 

Wistaria-like pink or 
white blossoms grace the 
locust tree, while brushy 
red flowers adorn the 
New Zealand Christmas 
tree, showy sprays of 
yellow flowers are offered 
by the acacia and the 
hakea tree provides pro¬ 
fuse clusters of crimson 
blossoms. All four are 
drought resistant. 

Some varieties of 
eucalyptus offer showy 
flowers; others intriguing 
foliage. Most are 
drought resistant. 

The multi-trunked 
Western redbud has 
blue-green leaves, red 
flowers in spring, red 
bean pods in summer and 
fall colors come autumn. 
Another multitrunked 
tree, the Chitalpa, offers 
pink trumpet-shaped 
flowers all summer, 
while the floss silk tree 
provides a profusion of 
white or pink blossoms 
in fall. All three are very 
unthirsty. 

Several trees which 
offer edibles as bonuses 
are the carob, with seed- 
pods that taste like 
chocolate; loquat, a 
cousin of the apricot; 
olives, if you’re willing 
to go to the trouble; 
California black walnut, 
with edible nuts, and 
apple trees, with their 
glorious spring blossoms, 
as well as pear and 
pistache. 

Another spring 
beauty, flowering quince, 
should go all summer 
without water, as will the 
mimosa or albizia with 
its clouds of fluffy pink 
summer flowers. 


Both the camphor 
tree, with its graceful 
lines and pinkish spring 
leaves and the liquid 
amber which brings vivid 
fall colors to Sierra 
Madre’s streets, are 
drought resistant, as are 
the golden ginkos and 
hawthorns with white, 
pink or bright red 
flowers in spring and 
orange or red fruit in 
the fall. 

Other unthirsty, but 
attractive trees include 
mulberry, ash, pittos- 
porum, if allowed to 
reach tree size; English 


laurel, Chinese elm and 
Australian brush 
cherry. 

Pines, palms and oaks 
are all unthirsty and 
each can grace a garden 
in a very special way. 

If you like weeping 
trees, coast beefwood 
and African sumac both 
have the “swooning 
maiden’’ branches, al¬ 
though the sumac less 
so. The hackberry tree 
resembles a small elm 
and the Australian willow 
provides a graceful 
addition to the garden. 


Cypress and cedar also 
grace gardens with 
their distinctive shapes, 
ranging from sprawling 
to stately shapes and 
columns. All of these 
are drought tolerant. 

Trees are the mainstay 
of the garden and they’re 
going to be there a long 
time. Some demand a lot 
of care and attention. 
Some are cranky and 
disease-prone; some are 
water guzzlers. So choose 
carefully. You and your 
trees will be companions 
for many years to come.
